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For this new species and many other fine objects I am indebted 
to Mr. S. White, of Adelaide, South Australia, who procured them 
in the interior of that country.

“The animal of this species presents a very pretty appearance, the 
mantle being of a bright-yellow colour spotted with black, and the 
foot bright yellow, while the tentacles are entirely black/’ — G . Nevill.

the absence of the undulate lines of hairs. I have much pleasure in 
naming it after Mr. Geoffrey Nevill, a very enterprising young natu- 
ralist, to whom I am indebted for the opportunity of describing this 
and the other species included in this paper.

I have named this species in honour of Mr. William Nevill, the 
father of Mr. Geoffrey Nevill, a gentleman well known as a mine- 
ralogist.

I have referred it 
with doubt to the subgenus Rotula, the animal of the typical species, 
N. detecta y not being known. In the figure given of the animal, in 
this case, the truncature of the foot is distinctly shown ; while the 
animals of certain Indian species, considered by Mr. AY. T. Blanford 
to belong to the same subgenus, are without such truncature, the 
mucus-pore being above the flattened posterior extremity.
